The eastern billeting area on Leninstrasse was occupied 
to capacity by troops wearing red-bordered black epaulets 
with artillery insignia on 27 May 1950c No movements were 
observed by residents living nearby. All windows in the 
billeting area were lighted dining the evening; A military 
band practiced in one building,. Troops were cleaning three 
3 7-mni A A guns, A colonel was seen at the billeting area,, 


Only guard details were stationed at the Artillerie Kassrne 
and Nachrlchten Kaserne, Chemnltz-Ebersdorf 6 on 30 May 1950 c 
Craftsmen were working in the two installations,, Nearby 
houses with the exception of two had been vacated by Soviet 
dependents and have been reoccupied by Germans, No motor 
traffic was observed,, *** 

The buildings of the Flak Kaserne, Chemnitz-Ebersdorf , were 
still in ruins,, A sentry guarding two garages wore red- 
bordered black epaulets. Local residents sai d that amaunl - 
tlon was stored in the billeting area. Truck I I 25X1 B
